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FOLGER’S FIZZLE. 


The Secretary of the Treasury 
Threatened With Impeach- 
ment. 


Missouri Crops—Dr. McLean Discour- 
aged—Indian Territoty Land Leases— 
Capt. Eads and His Ship Bailway— 


Congress. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May.—Advices from Missouri to 
the Department of Agriculture say the spring in 
Missouri is backward. Frequent and cold rains 
have prevented the working of the soil, especially 
where inclingd te be heavy. The influence of the 
season has deen very marked in relation to the 
period of sowing oats. The late crop of this grain 
suffered delay in seeding to a very notable extent. 
The season of 1883 was backward, but the present 
is more so. Farmers are talking prematurely o 
& poor crop of corn, although the area planted 
will in all probability be somewhat curtailed. But 
the worst feature of the situation is that plowing 
and harrowing continue in the wét soils under the 
spur of supposed necessity, wiich results in 
cloddy soils and impaired crops in the fall. This 
necessity rests in the large areas de- 
voted to corn, coupled with the fact that 
little fall plowing can be done where 
corn temains on the stalk into the late fall, ana 
even winter, leaving little latitude in spring 
time for plowing. Such seasons call attention to 
the utility of the diversification of crops and the 
enlargement of the grass area. In this direction 
correspondents occasionally note a local move- 
ment. The wheat crop is reported at an average 
of 94, which probably represents the general ap- 
pearance of the plant rather than its relative de- 
velopmenf on May 1, as compared witu former 
years. But it is backward in growth and has 
larger opportunities to disappoint producers. 
Meadows came through the winter in good con- 
dition. 

FOLGER. 

A good deal of interest is felt here in the prop- 
osition of the treasury officials to go into the 
market and buy 4 per cent bonds, nominally far 
the purpose of relieving the market. Interviews 
with several prominent members to-day elicit the 
unanimous opinion that sueh action is not author- 
ized by law, and brings the positive assertion 
from Mr. Bland, that if Mr. Folger attempts this 
without first redeeming all the 3 per cents now 
redeemable, articles of impeachment will be 
brought against him. 

MISSOURI JUDICIAL DISTRICT CHANGES. 

The bill for subdividing the United States 
judicial districts of Missouri is being brought up 
in the House this afternoon. It has been ma- 
tertally amended by the committee, and as it now 
stands does not interfere with the southern and 
western portions of the St. Louis District, and 
only cute off Macon, Putnam, Randolph and 
Marion Counties, which are included in the new 
Hannibal District. The chances are the bill will 
pass if reached iu time. 

INDIAN TERRITORY LAND LEASES. 

Mr. Peele made an unsuccessful attempt yes“ 
terday at getting action in the House on bis res- 
olution for an investigation of the Indian Ter- 
ritory land leases. The pressure of other busi- 
ness prevented his getting action on the resolu- 
tion. He expects, however, to get it through on 
the Bist of the present month, when the Indian 
Affairs Committee has a day in the House.

BEECHER ON CREDITS. 


The Lesson Taught by the Great 
Financial Crisis. 


- — 


The Beneficial Results to the Country— 
A Look at the Bright Side of the Wall 
Street Furore. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 17.—At the Plymoutn Chureh 
prayer meeting last night Mr. Beecher made the 
victims of the Wali Street troubles the subject of 
his prayers, and in his talk he said that from the 
disasters there are to be drawn some lessons of 
instruction, and such a state of things might well 
present matter for attentive consideration. The 
troubles have been the inevitapie consequence of 
the system of credits which, notwitustanding its 
drawbacks, is a good system, especially for such 
a community as this. Credit is the poor man’s 
tool. The honest workiug man cannot start in 
life without it. The old doctrine that everytbing 
in trade should be paid for on the spot was a good 
doctrine enough for a certain class—for those who 
had the money to pay, but the best mechanic 
could not begin to foilow his calling until some- 
body trusted him with money enough to procure a 
chest of tools. The credit system is a good dem- 
ocratic system, suitable to such a people ana such 
a country as this. But credit, tov, opens a wide 
door to possibilities and there will be tendencies 
todanger. Enterprising meu will go on borrow- 
ing to extend themselves and a net work of credit 
is made which will rua on ac- 
cording to the temper of the com- 
munity. It generally runs about 
ten years. Then everybody begins to owe every- 
body eise until there is ascare, and then every- 
body wants everybody else to settle up, and some- 
body does not fiud it convenient to seitle up. 
When a man js absolutely bunkrupt he setties 
up very quick, but others take a longer or shorter 
time. This present trouble might be large or 
only partial, but Mr. Beecher believed the eoun- 
try at large wus safe. There could not be any 
great or lasting trouble to the masses in any 
country where there is simply so much property 
that it cannot be sold. With our various crops 
and other products all lu prosperous avundanee 
there shouid be no fears. There is wonev enough 
in New York lor every purpose, but it cannot ve 
readily got at just now, 48 4 mau may freeze to 
death over a coal mine, or starve on a gold mine, 
and capital in trouble runs to its hole like a 
mouse and will scalcely peep out, This trouble 
in New York all comes of oVertrading.

It appears that when Napoleon took 
refuge in Switzerland, in the castle of 
Arenemberg, in company with his mother, 
he received many favors at the hands of the 
President of the Confederation. Napoleon, 
as is well known, never forgot a friend, nor 
an enemy either, for that matter.

DIED FROM OPIUM, 


An „ for by the vVeracious 
Bill Nye. 
From the Detroit Free Press. 


I have always had a horror of opiates of all 
kinds. They are so seductive and so stil! in 
their operations. They steal through the 
blood like a wolf on the trail, and they seize 
upon the heart at last with their white fangs 
till it is still forever. 

Up the Laramie there is a cluster of ranch- 
es at the base of the Medicine Bow, near the 
north end of Sheep Mountain and in sight 
of the glittering, eternai frost of the snowy 
range, ‘These ranches are the homes of 
yeung men from Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio, and now there are several 
„younger sons” of Old England with herds 
of horses, steers and sheep, worth millions 
of dollars. These young men are not the kind 
of wiiom the metropolitan ass writes as say- 
ing youbetcherlife“ and calling everybody 
“pardner.” They are many of them. college 
gr. duates, who can brand a wild Maverick 
or furnish the easy gestures for a Strauss 
waltz. 

They wear human clothes, talk in the 
United States language andzhave a bank ac- 
count. This spring they may be wearing 
chaparajos and swinging a quirt through the 
thin air, andin July they may be at Long 
Branch or coloring a meerschaum pipe 
among the Alps. 

Well, a young man whom we will call Cur- 
tis lived at one of these’ ranches years ago, 
and though a quiet, mind-your-own-business 
fellow, who had absolutely no enemies 
among his companions, he had the misfort- 
une toincur the wrath of a tramp sheep- 
herder, who wayiaid Curtis one afternoon 
and shot him dead as he sat in his buggy. 
Curtis wasn’t armed, He didn’t dream of 
trouble till he drove home from town, and as 
he passed through the gate of a corral saw 
the hairy face of the hearder, and at the 
same moment the flash of a Winchester rifle.

I asked, as a reporter, how he came to his 
death and they told me—opium. I said, did 
J understand you to say “ropium?” They 
said no, it was opium. The murderer had 
taken poison when he found that escape.was 
im possibie. i 

was present at the inquest so that I could 
report the case. There was verv little testi- 
mony, but ail the evidence seemed to point 
to the fact that life was extinct and a ver- 
dict of death by his own band was rendered. 

It was the first opium work 1 had ever 
seen, and it aroused my curiosity. Death by 
opium, it seems, leaves a dark purole ring 
around the neck. I did not know this before. 
People who die by opium alse tie their hands 
together before they die. This is one of the 
eccentricities of opium poisoning that I have 
never seen laid down in the books. I be- 
queath it to medical science. Whenever I 
run up against a new scientific discovery I 
just hand it right over to the public without 
cost,

Dr. Bosd is one of 
the youngest preachers in the city, being 
only 41, but manages the affairs of his large 
field with good executive ability.

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RABBI SONNESCHEIN. 

The leading representative of the Jewish 
taith is this orginal thinker, who has for many 
years officiated at the edifice known as the 
Gates of the Temple of Truth. He is a 
countryman Of Kossuth, and came to New 
York in 1868. He was there offered a 
position of distinction, but preferred to try 
St. Louis, where he located in 1870. The 
church which he found small he has made 
the largest exponent of Jewish thought. He 
is not tall, bat somewhat fleshy and 
shows in face and figure the 
evidence of good living. +« He 
alternates between a bearded and a smooth 
face, and, being near-sighted, wears large 
glasses, which makes very prominent the 
protrusion of his eyes. He is rapid in 
speech and action. He has an accom- 
plished wife and four children. He is 45, 


and draws a salary of $5,000, which is paid 


by 297 heads of families, which represent the 
strength of his church. 


DR. c. L. GOODELL. 

This genial gentleman comes from Puritan 
stock, and was reared in Vermont. He is 
descended from a line of ministerial ances- 
tors. He graduated from the University of 
Vermont, and then pursued a theological 
course ip Andover Seminary. He was for 
fourteen years a preacher in Connecticut, 
but moved in 1872 to St. Louis, taking charge 
of Pilgrim Church, which he has since re- 
tained.

ing. party rushing up to the barricades. 
The sudden conversions of the days of 
the aposties or of the reformativa are 
wot to be repeated on the stiff-necxed aud 
obdurate generation who hold the power to- 
day. The cause is bound to conquer in the 
end, but onty by slow degrees wil: it win its 


way. 

Nevertheless, much has been done and 
much is being doue every day and in every 
éivHized country to remove the reproach 
which must rest on the world as long as 
rights must be fought for. The position of 
woman before the law, in society, in indus- 
try, in education, in art, in medicine are 
questions whieh absorb the be-t energies of 
the highect minds wherever the human intel- 
lect is active. Drop by drop the hard 
granite formations of prejudice, injustice, 
selfishness and error are warn away, aud day 
by day the world comes, nearer to its ultimate 
destiny of equality aod justice without dis- 
tinction of sex. 

Under such circumstances it is most time- 
ly to print sueh a book as Mr. Stanton's. It 
is an encyclopedia and a year book of 
the woman question.

While viewing the sights in John E. Fries’ 
theatrical curiosity shop yesterday, he called 
my attention to a very old newspaper a— 
small sheet 12x18 inches in dimensions. 
was one of the first numbers of the New York 
Sun, and was issued September 3, 1833, from 
the office, 222 Williams street. Barney Will- 
iams, afterward a comedian, was a newsboy 
at the time, and this was the copy he hai 
left after the first dav. He — it 
many a year, and Mr. Fries obtained it from 
an intimate friend of the comedian. The 
relic serves as a splendid indication of the 
advancement made in daily journalism io 
the past fifty years. There are four columns 
on a page, and very little news anywhere. 
The only news items are a communi- 
cation from Charlotteville. Va., under date 
of August 30, about an earthquake near 
Fredericksburz and a paragraph about hotel 
business. A Fredericksburg paper is quoted 
as follows in regard to the eartliquake: 
Pale faces were quite abundant. Some de- 
sorted their houses; others (that we have 
heard of) exclaimed ‘The day of judgment!’ 
and very many confess that their feelings 
were rather queer and uncomfortable than 
otherwise.” Amongtne advertisements is 
that of the steamboat “Water Witch” of 
which old Vanderbilt was captain and 
which left the foot of Catherine street every 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday for 
Boston.

Panics are among the inevitable incidents 
of modern business, and when they occur 
the condition of the financial machinery of 
the country becomes at once of the utmost 
importance.’ Im this country two systems of 
banks exist side by side, representing the 
natural growth of anew country, modified 
by a national bauking law. 

Two elements of weakness present them- 
selves at every crisis. One is that outside 
of New York and Boston no distinction is 
made between savings banks and commer- 
cial banks. The other is that in the country 
towns the local banks are independent de- 
positors with the city banks, under circum- 
stances which compel them to precipitate a 
“run” at the first alarm. 

These two evils should be remedied. There 
is no excuse for permitting a trading bank 
to receive savings, no excuse for allowing a 
savings bank to go into unrestrained specu- 
lation. Experience of legisiation elsewhere 
shows us how easy it is to remedy this dan- 
gerous confusion of functions. 

It is not so easy to establish relations be- 
tween the country and city banks by which 
the former will be a source of strength, in- 
stead of weakness, during a crisis. As the 
West grows up, it will, of course, cease to 
depend on the East for loans, or for funds in 
any shape, and thus the relation of depend- 
ence will disappear. Butin the meanwhile 
a country correspondence, which is a profit- 
able source of wealth during pro perous 
times, will continue to be an insidious dau- 
ger during a panic. 


THE TRUTH ABOU tf MKXICO. 

Since his return from Mexico Mr. DANA. 
of the Sun, has been giving his readers the 
benefit of his observations and experiences 
in that country, and his descriptions do not 
wholly agree with the glowing and rosy re- 
ports of enthusiastic tourists and interested 
commercial agents. Having had some atten- 
tion shown him by Diaz. Mr. DANA ex- 
cepts his hostfrom a somewhat sweeping 
cendemnation which includes the country, 
its politics and its future, 

Mr. DANA is quite right in saying that 
Mexico is arepublicin name and in fotm 
only. In reality he sawan antocracy closely 
akin to those personal governments which 
urose on the ruins of the Italian republics of 
the middle ages. 3 

He saw a country in which the great body 
of the people were sunk in the most abject 
ignorance, A paper constitution grants 
them universal suffrage, but in fact a 
presidential election whichis to come off 
very soon attracts no attention whatever, 
and the alleged election will be merely an 
occasion for recording the wishes of the dic- 
tator of the country, Porrrmio Diaz. The 
same paper constitution guarantees to every 
citizen the rights of habeas corpus, trial by 
jury, etc., but Mr. Dana himself saw the 
spectacle of a hundred and fifty so-called 
citizens seized by the Jefe Politico, or pre- 
fect, on the charge of being bad characters, 
and without trial or any process of law 
shipped off to Yucatan to serve as soldiers, 

If this is the kind of a country Mexico is, 
it is hardly worth while to try a delusive 
whitewash on Diaz, who is neither better 
nor worse than other Mexicans. He has 
risen by strength of will and forceof charac- 
ter to the supreme power and his strength 
forms the only bulwark and safeguard of the 
country against dissensions and revolutions. 
But it will not do to treat him as a senti- 
mentalist or a disinterested patriot. 

GONZALEZ is commonly supposed to have 
made several millions of dollars during a 
term of office in which the treasury has been 
almostempty. But Diaz, who went into 
the presidency in debt, came out à rich man 
and was in GONZALEZ’ cabinet as Minister 
of Public Works as long as he wanted to re- 
maln there. Diaz wasa rebel under LERDO, 
as he had been under JUAREZ. When he at- 
tained power he used it as LERDO had done, 
and as JUAREZ had done, and as GONZALEZ 
is doing, to enrich himself. When he heard 
that VeraCruz was ready to “pronounce” 
he sent word to Gen. TERAN, the military 
commander, and before daybreak a dozen 
citizens, innocent aud guilty, were shot in 
front of their houses by military firing par- 
ties. Yetin doing this he enly did what 
LxnDO's General Rocha had done in Tam- 
picopand what JuAREZ would have done 
with pleasure to Diaz at any time if he had 
caught him. 

It is the duty of this country to help Mexi- 
co to. prolong the present period of peace, 
and therefore t work in harmony with 
Diaz if possible. But it is just as well not 
to make any mistakes about what we are do- 
ing, and above all not to fail into the delu- 
sion that we are déaling with a sister repub- 
lie. i 

A LOst ARI, 

Mr. Jonx B. Goven, the well-known. 
comedian who, in his day, has made a great 
deal of money by playing as a star, without 
the expenses of company or scenery, is pre- 
paring to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary 
of his discovery of the short road to fame 
and fortune.

When they. disappear the lecture 
will be what it should be, ay intellectual in- 
terchange between a teacher who has some- 
thing to tvach and an audiencé who wish to 
learn. It will be quiet, it will be, learned 
and dignifled, as when a Fiske tells 
us anew the story of our revolu- 
tion, or an Ives or a Suow re- 
veals to us the art and literature of Europe. 
But the lecture as GouGeH un erstands it, 
and as he has practised it for, alas, fifty 
years, will then be happily an art lost to us, 
as we hope, forever.

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


III Russian Government is seriously consid- 
ering the problem as to whether the Oxus cannot 
be diverted from the Aral into the Caspian Sea. 
There is a dried-up channel of the river running to 
the Cuspian. by which it is thought the river may 
be induced to flow by the exercise of a liitle en- 
gineering skill and labor. A considerable sum 
of money has been devoted to a survey of the 
channel, and the opinion of the surveying party is 
that the pian is perfectly feasible. On the other 
hand there are experienced engineers who deny 
that it can be done without the construciion of a 
canal, An immense area would be opened up by 
the diversion uf the stream, and great political 
and military advantages would accrue to Russia 
by the establisument of water communication 
through this region. 


A VAST amount of newspaper chaff has been 
current in London since the 19th of April—Prim- 
rose Day—the, anniversary of the death of 
Beaconsfield, on the subject of that eminent 
statesman's position in the opinion of tue Eu- 
giish, alter his death bas given time for calm con- 
sideration. The formation of the Primrose 
League and its first annual meeting this year has 
served asafuriser pretext for the discussion. 
Some observant person with plenty of leisure time 
stationed bimself at several prominent points in 
London during the day, and noted the propor- 
tion of primrose wearers in the passing throngs. 
He has given the results of his day’s work to one 
of the conservative newspapers, and, according 
to his computation, at some of the points more 
than half ot the passers-by bad primroses 418 
played, and at none of the places was the pro- 
portion less than oné-balf, All ot which goes to 
prove that the “Jingo” Statesman’s posthumous 
popularity is as great, If mot greater, than that

making has been introduced inlo gambling on 
horse races in place Of a peculiar system wh 
nas ultherto prevailed. Tals mode of betttixn 
was through racing lotteries, in which one arew 
a number of tickets representing certain horses, 
no opportunity being given for selection, The 
tickets, however, were not paid for until after the 
races, and this gave such à wide fieid of opera- 
tions for moneyless speculators and resulted in 
so mauy frauds that it is to be entirely banished 
in favor of English methods, 


Tun London Telegraphiss mentions a triumph 
of telegraphic commauniceztion accompiished in 
London of which its editor was a witness. The 
editor, whois a practical operator at the office of 


Kurrachee in India, Wevce with Agra and finai- 
ly with Calcutta. The signals were very dis.

of the Union. in New York City a mau 
having no property is incapacitated from 
gervifg as a juror, and in the exempiion 

there are 70,000 who escape on this head 
alone. In Missouri there is no such exeuip- 
tion, and hence there are in al! of the larger 
cities of the State a greater number of eiti- 
yens comparatively who are liable to jury 
duty, A Post-DISPATCH reporter who 
went out in quest of some information on 
this point ascertained a number of facts that 
cannot but be interesting to every ct zen 
who is compeiled either to litigate or subject 
himself to jury duty.

It differs only in this, that his 
territory is confined to the business portion 
of the city, and the canvass is necessarily 
not sothorvugh. The district for selecting 
special jurors extends from Chouteau to 
Cass avenues, and from Thirteenth street to 
the levee. The canvags is made in this dis- 
trict once every year during the summer 
months. Every business house vf any im- 
portance is visited by the deputy sneriffs, 
and the heads of the house and ‘the various 
departments, with the exception of those 
who are exempt, are placed on the sheriff's 
list, and are liable to serve as special jurors. 
Sheriff Mason says that sine last October 
he has summoned 6,000 special jurors for the 
five civil courts, making this brauch of the 
jury system almost as extensive as that of 
the petit juries.

lady the other day, and certainly her draw- 
ing-room could not be by any possibility 
considered anything but coldly elegant in 
aspect, It was one of tbose rooms given up 
to the worship of that unbending goddess of 
formality, whose name we know not, but 
whose presence is constantly felt. 
It was a room rigidly set apart 
for the reception of callers. No 


one could by the greatest effort of the imag- 
ination picture itas a room of famiiy re- 
union. The furniture was pondervus and 
handsome.

Louis every would-be worshiper at its 
shrine would soon tire for want of compan- 
ionship aud example, and yet at 
how surprisingly littie expense can a house 
be changed from a barn-like place to the en- 
vy of all beholders of the feminine sex at all 
events. 

Oue of the prettiest houses I know of in 
New York is very small aud the furniture in 
it cost very little, iadeed, the young couple 
who live there having done ali the decorat- 
lug themselves. To judge by appearances 
oue might readily imagine that the Japanese 
had manufactured their britliantl colored 
fans with the crude figures and impossibie 
perspectives—solely with a view to Ameri- 
can and English house decorations. 
Th is nothing that is 80 
effective and so cheap, and the ways of ar- 
ranging them are legion. Among the 
prettiest fashions of utilizing the fan, with 
sticks is that of choosing three of similar 
culoring, and opening them to form a wheel. 
A more fauta tie arrangement is to reuove 
the rivets frum two fans with black sticxs, 
passa wirethrough the paper tops add 
lasten it as tightiy as possible, then put it 
on the wall aud allow the sticks to fly. The 
result is very Japanesy“ in ettect. A 
ptetty corner ornament is a 
bainboo fanh-older filled with 
fans of many shapes and 
colors. The ordinary fan, with bamboo 
handle and palm-leaf shape, such as is so 
often given in lieu of advertising cards, may 
be brought into service by covering a space 
of bare walls in some hall with them. They 
are put up in all positions with very little re- 
yard to size and coloring, providing the 
whole efiect is good, and it is quite sure 
tu be. 

PARASOLS 
from the land of the Jap are scarcely less 
ornamental. A large one put over the chan- 
deller ina sitting-room or diniug-room is 
very effective. The chaindeiier must be 
taken down, the handie taken out of the 
umbrella and the pine passed 
through the hole thus made before it is re- 
paced. A ceiling may be further orna- 
mented by having paper fans of some brizit 
color in each corner, and an effective frieze 
may be made of Japanese picture books. 
Remove the pictures, all of which are showy, 
fromehe paste-board backs, and paste them 
carefuily around the wall touching the ceil- 
ing. Tais is exceedingly pretty on a dark 
aper. 

N ery good portiere rods for doors and 
windows of ordinary width can be made of 
broom-handies, Tney are simply painted 
black and have brass rings passed over them 
to hold the hooks, Could anything be 
more economical? And think of the satis- 
faction in thus utilizing oid brooms. 

There is nothing more decorative than a 
simple wooden sheif painted the color of the 
work of the room and put Over the door. 
Auy simple ornaments placed on it show to 
special advantage. A more troublesome 
mode of ornamenting the space over a door 
is to have the wall removed and a shelf put 
up over the woodwork. ‘This is very preity 
over a folding door. Another way of arrang- 
ing it is to have the place filled in with 
delicate latticework. Ifthe wood of the 
room is of oak, this is especially ornamental. 
—— the lattice-work is put over a 
shell. 

Cat-jails and 222 feathers are very 

retty when tied iu masses by bows of rib- 

ou. The cat-tails are very decorative if 
fastened at one sideof a mantel mirror. 
They are pretty, too, sometimes over a pict- 
ure. They should always be used in large 
clusters, of various lengths of stem, and 
both light and dark if possible. If a hand- 
some ciock is one of the missing articles in 
a house the want can very readiiy be filled. 


Take a plain round Ausouia“ clock of the 


sort which issold for $1, two medium-sized 
cigar boxes, some brass headed tacks, a little 
brass railing about au inch high aad some 
plush. The boxes must be of the same 
size. Take one and cover three sides of it 
neatly with the plush, also the edges of the 
bottom. A little more than half way up in 
the bottom of the other box cut a round hole 
large enough to admit the face of the clock. 
Then cover this and tiree sides of 
the box with plush, which 
must be fastened on it 
by the brass heaved tacks if any are neces- 
sary. Put some stands inside the box to sup- 
port the clock, fasten it in au uprigut posi- 
tion to the other box (the bottom of which 
appears on top) and finishit with the brass 
railing. These are very easy to make and 
r VERY PREITY. 
Sometimes littie brass ornaments are also 
put on aud add greatly to the effect. 
Very pretty tables can be wade of light 
wood, and coveriug it with piush. These 
are handsome witha shelf about half way 
up. Sometimes these tables are made to 
match the furniture of a sitting-room or bed- 
room, and are particularily prettyin cre- 
tonne with rows of fancy giit-headed tacks. 
A whole set of cretonune, or indeed any sort 
of furniture,may be practically made at 
home. To do this a carpenter must be em- 
ployed to make the wood work, wiich must 
be strong. The chairs are then stuifed un- 
der a cotton huing as well as the sofa, and 
then the whole is covered. Brass naiis ap- 
pear in rows up to the legs of the chairs au d 
around the feet as well as the back. Fr a 
bed-room set scarcely anything could be 
prettier, especiaily the curtains corre- 
spond. 


A  book-case is another article of 
furniture Which can very readily be 
manufactured at trifliug expense. Have 
some sheives made of the desired length and 
height, paint them either browu or black and 
hang a little curtain over the front ona 
brass rod, Leave the curtain somewhat 
drawn aside . nuthiag

The Cart Strawberry. 


berry might be timely. Here is one of the 
best recipes for strawberry shorteake: One 
pint sifted flour, % teaspSonful salt, scant; 
5 teaspoonful soda, measured after pulver- 
zing ;1 full waspoonfal cream of tartar (omit 
if sour milk be used); mix together and sift 
two or three times; 4% cup butter, I cup 
sweet or sour milk or cold water. Rubin 
the butter, or melt the butter and add it hot 
with the milk, gradually mixing and cutting 
with a knife, atid use just enungh to make it 
of light spongy consistency. Eitber bake on 
a griddie or in the oven. When baked tear 
open and spread each half of the cakes with 
softened butter. Put half of the cakes on a 
hot plate. Mash a pint of strawberries, 
sweeten to taste, puta large tablespoonful 
oneach cake; then put another layer of 
cakes and whole berries, well sugared. Serve 
with cream. 

Strawberry charlotte: Line a bowl with 
strawberries and fill with Bavarian cream. 
The cream is made up of K box gelatine, \% 
cup d water soaked together. Whip 
one pint of cream till you have three pints 
of the whip. Boil the remainder with 
2 sugar and when boiling add the gelatine. 
Add 1 teaspoontfui vanitia. When the mixt- 
ure is cod add whipped cream. 

Strawberry sherbet: Oue pint berry juice, 
1 pint sugar, 1 pint water, juice 2 lemons, 1 
tabiespuvonful gelatine. Or, 1 pint preserved 
fruit, Lcup sugar, 1 quart water, 2 lemons, 
tables poonful gelatine.

Engines Drivea by Compressed Air. 
From the Warehouseman’s Journal. 


There isa bill before Parliament the ob- 
ject uf whicn is to give a joint stock company 
powers to erect very large engines on land 
within the borough of Birminzham, and ad- 
jacent to the Birmingham aud Warwick Ca- 
nal, and to lay mats in a certain area. The 
steam engines are to be of great power, and 
their duty will be to keep the mains charged, 
by means of suitabie pumps, with airata 
pressure of fortyfive pounds per square 
inch. This compressed air is to be supplied 
to customers just as gas now is, and its func- 
tions will be to drive sinall engines for man- 
ufacturing aud other purposes. Those who 
already possess small steam engines aud 
boilers Will be able to discard the boilers and 
all nuisance and expense at endant thereon; 
while those who have hitherto wished for 
mechanical power, but been unable to have 
it, will only need to supply themselves with 
small engiues of a cheap and siiuple form in 
order to be able to avail themselves of the 
power offered. 

In common with gas engines, air-driven 
engines will possess the great advantage of 
belug instantly started and stopped, and of 
costing nothing for power except when run- 
ning. Butthe aimdriven engines will have 
several advantages of their own. To-wit: 
They will be of much less first cost, they 
will not cause heat or smeil, neither will 
they need any flue to carry off products of 
combustion. In fact, their tendency will Be 
to ventilate and purify any place where they 
are used. It is impossible to say before- 
hand what measure of success will be the 
ultimate lot of tie new scheme, but the 
promise is good, and important results are 
likely toeusvue. The users of the compress- 
ed air will bay by meter, and a man who on- 
ly uses his engine half time wil find his air 
bill in preportion. Exteusive use will be 
made of tue compres-ed air for driving sew- 
ing machines for industrial purposes, and 
even for private use.

Among the men who here and there 
in the broad corridors of the Windsor Hotel 
every evening is Henry M. Shaw, or as he is 
known the world over, Josh Billings. He 
isa peculiar man. Toe broadcloth Prince 
Albert, the long gray hair flowing over tbe 
ears down the shoulders, the broad-brimmed 


slouch hat, the features, rouzh-hewn, witha!” 


regular and refined, give the impression of a 
clergyman. The clo-ely-trimmed iron fray 
beard, the aquiline nose, aud the firm loo 
of the deep-set eyes deny this impression, 
however, and indicate rather the military 
man.

„America is full of humor,“ said Mr, Bin- 
ings, “and yet a great deal of it is false 
humor. It has no purpose. The Danbury

Humor is, in fact, a mixture of truth and 
pathos. True humor will never die. Humor 
in the best sense is short-lived, Tne fanny 
articles in American newspapers, but 
drollery. I never write 1 para- 
graph without a purpose. I desire to benefit 
mankind. That is why my sayings are 
always: ddressed to én and about men. 
cannot bear a man who seeks to tear down. 
Infidels ara my greatest aversion. 1 am 
inteusely religious, thoush I have no éreed. 
I can talk to any man except one who beieves 
nothing 1 always take every occasion 
to attack infidels. They destroy without 
building up. The devil himself did not 
deny God. but only rebelled. I have often 
said I would rather be an idiot than an 
infidel, breause if an idiot ['d know 
that God made me so, if an infidel that 1 
made mvself so,” 

“You have met most of the American hu- 
morists?“ 

»Eighteen years ago I sat at the dinner 
tabie with a remarkable set of wits and hu- 
morists. Henry Ciapp, George Arnold, 
O’Brien, Mortimer Thompson (Doesticks), 
Dawson Shandley, Robert Newell (Orpheus 
C. Kerr) and Charles F. Browne (Artemus 
Ward). All died destitute with the excep- 
tion of Kerr, who is living. Another set 
that I dined with once is Bret Harte, Mark 
Twain, Lewis of the Detroit Free Press, 
Burdette of the Hawkeye. They are ail liv- 
ing and doing well. 

“What is your opinion of these living hu- 
morists?“ 

„It is hard to judge humor, and I Shave 
paid but little atteution to tueir writings. 
Still, as far as my limited knewledge of 
them goes, I will answer. Bret Harte’s 
unumor? Bret made a point in his Heatnen 
Chinee,although the scheme of the two sharp- 
ers taken in by a third apparently innocent 
man is old. I have never read muchof Bret 
Harte’s works, but do not think him of the 
highest order of humorists. Nothing ever 
equaled the humor of Mark Twain's de- 
scriptions. Heis, in fact, the greatest de- 
scriptive humorist America has produced. 
Lewis, of the Detroit Free Press, does not 
command my highest admiration. He shows 
great tact a doiten produces a very pralse- 
worthy bit of humor, not too often, Bur- 
dette, of the Burli.gton Hawkeye, 
very much. He has purpose in his humor 
aud is very pathetic besides. True humor 
is always allied to pathos. He might be 
called the pathetic humorist of Ainerica, 
Nasby is the greatest political satirist since 
the days of Jack Downing.” 

“Is Peck’s Bau Boy genuine humor?” 

“It is a species, though a poor species, of 
humor. You read one article and you know 
the bad bov. It is an exagyeration and lacks 
a principal constituent of humur—senge. 
1 that is not based on sense soon 
palls.“ 

NEWSPAPER FUNNY MEN. 

‘Do you think that the Amercan news- 
paper humor possesses the quality of 
dense?“ 

Not generally. The reason why so many 
‘funny men’ spring up and then disapear is 
because of this very lack.

Did you ever hear the story of Leon Gam- 
betta’s naughty goings on with two women, 
who, 212 n were no better than 
they shoul ? ng before Gambetta had 
quit the Latin quarter,he made the acquaint- 
ance of a woman who was to play such an 
important part in his future. Leonis 
was then—and she is yet, for that 
very handsome person, with a fine appear- 
ance, dressed with taste, and was a guod 
listener as well as talker. From the moment 
when their liaison commenced, she shared 
the Bohemian, dissipated life of one- 
eyed lover. She was with him always in the 
cafes and billiard rooms, and se aecom- 
panied him and his friends in their frequent 
excursions to the environs of the capital. 
To the end of his life Gambttta preserved a 
relic of these earlier days in the shape of a 
large tumbler. 

This glass,” he would say, “belonged to 
one whom I loved in the Latin quarter. In 
our crowd each one of us had one like this, 
and, at the hour for drinking absinthe, each 
would fill his glass, empty it at the word of 
command, and, as we set them down a ain, 
we would shout harrah!

bor. She again joined him at ‘Tours, after 
his escape by bailoun from Paris, where she 
secupied a littie country house in the en- 
virons of the city, rented for her by Gambet- 
ta’s secretary. When Leon went to Bordeaux 
she accompa.jied him and had rooms in the 
same hotel. She also went with him to 
Spain, where she remained during her 
sojourn at St. Sebastien. She made no pre- 
tensions to understand anything about poll- 
tics; still, Gambetta’s friends thought that 
she took up too much of his time, and they 
were backed by the influence of his aunt, 
Mile. Massabie, whose chief objection was 
that he dined too often with this person. 
Gambetta was a great talker, and, 
thuugh his second mistress did not always 
understand what he was talking about, she 
would listen attentively. When he asked 
her advice, she would answer yes or no at 
random; though Gambetta was aWare of 
this, he had a superstition that her answer 
was that of an oracle. At her house and 
when not playing bésique, he would loll at 
full length on a sofa over which bung a large 
and excellent photograph of himself taken 
at St. Sebastien, under which he had writ- 
ten the following: “What I love the most is 
France and my wife, the Countess Jeanne 
Marie.” Streiche out on this sofa he 
would sm ke a large meerschaum pipe and 
caress a white cat, Louloute, which he had 
picked up one day in the street, and to 
which he was greatly attached. On the 
morning of the h mber, 1876, Gam- 
betta, on leaving his mistress, told her he 
would return that evening for dinner, but 
at 9 o'clock one ol his friends called to say 
that he had 
missien, and the countess never saw 
him again. He went to Holland, 
but not alone, and his companion was the 
old mistress of his Quartier Latin days, This 
had made a deep impression on Gam- 

betta, and one of his frievds, one of those 
who objected to the countess, managed to 
throw her in his way again, The liaison re- 
commenced and continued uninterrupted un- 
tit the day of his death. Mme. Leon al- 
lowed her lover a great deal of liberty, and 
it was about this time that he an to go 
out into society. One day he made the ac- 
quaintance of a real Countess, with whom he 
had sume tender love passages. A very pret- 
ty danseuse of the opera also counted the 
Maale of Cahors: among her admirers for 
a brief season. t these were merely pass- 
ing infidelities, of which the mistress was, 
or, at least, pretended to be ignorant. 
Until the end of 1876 Gambetta usu- 
ally wore a daisy in his buttonhole. 
The countess waa very fond of this modest 


fluwer, and as she always had them growing 


in her window, she never allowed her lover 
to fo AWAY in the morning without one of 
them. After this rupture he got into the 
habit ot wearing arose.

. Orleans.

There are few persons. except it be stran- 
gers, anxiotig to get a peep at the old and 
curious in the Creole section of our city, but 


what would pass that old house on St. Ann 
street, not many squares back of Bourbon, 
without even noticing its broad door-way 
torough which earriages enter or rather once 
entered, and the curiously-wreught iron 
knocker with its dolphin’s head and intri- 
cate design. There are so many houses of 
near kinship to it that the ordinary pedes- 
trian should be excused. Two stories and a 
half in peight, witha narrow gallery pro- 
jecting over the sidewalk, its onee bright 
stucco in a deep varivieid condition, and 
over all an atmosphere of abandonment, it 
certainly is not calculated to elicit comment 
or even attention, A dusty, tired-lovking 
powegranate tree leans against a bit of 
fence that separates the small side-yard 
from the street in that supplicating way 
age seeks support from stronger shoulders. 
Once it bloomed every spring, but now some- 
times two or three seasons pass without a 
single bud, and then, to the surprise of those 
who have watched it, some May morning 
comes around, and then, brilliant in their 
rich crimson, four or five blossoms will be 
found swinging merrily to stray gusts of 
wind that blow down the street. 

Au old man, dressed in linen check blouse 
and Attakapas jeans pants can be found on 
the front gallery sometimes of summer even- 
ings, not particularly attractive to look at, 
yet curious as an antique. His skin appears 
to have undergone a long e urse of tanning, 
for the e rrugations on his forehead, cheeks 
and chio are ésséntially leathery, and his 
watery gray eyes leave the impression that 
some vf the tanning liquid must have got 
into them. With allthis, however, his head 
is weil shaped, aud his countenance still 
shows that, weather-beaten as it is, there 
was a time when its owner might have had 
some claims to be a govod-lovking sort of 
person. Of afternoons he sits there inhaiing 
the deliciously perfumed smoke of his yellow 
paper cigarette, heeding nothing that is 
transpiring in the neighborh od. Indeed, 
people say that when Mme. Evariste’s little 
glove-cleaning establishment at the corner 
caught fire one evening this old man hardly 
turned his head to look at the vigorous and 
noisy steam fire engines of the new regime 
at work to subdue tiie flames, but puffed on 
vhlegmaticaiiy at his cigarette. 

His only Ar is to tne French Mar- 
ket, and. that daily with a little Indian 
basket. These dashes into the outer world 
he makes about 5 vu’cluck in the morning; 
and returns about half an hour later with a 
lizie meat, a loaf of bread and some vege- 
tables. He must do his own cooking, for no 
attendant has ever been seen to enter the 
queer old place. Once or twice a year a dray- 
man comes and carries offa load of empty 
bottles, but these pone when questioned, 
answer only that all they saw were three 
or four immense wine hogsheads with hoops 
rusting off in one of the back rooms down 
stairs, and ranks upon ranks of filled bottles 
in a building onee used asa stable. Few 
know the history of that house or its sole oc- 
cupant. 

Those who remember the good year, 1851, 
in New Orleans will doubtiess recall what 
all eXcitewent there was over the drawings 
uf the Havana Lottery. In tnose days, be- 
fore the depreciation of Cuban currency, a 
capital prize meant somethi g, and fur some 
reason the blind goddess, Fortune, seemed 
to have become enamored with her wooers 
in New Orleans. Month after month the 
schooners arriving here with the lotiery lists 
wuld learn the tidings in a few hours that 
the lucky ticket had been purchased in this 
city, until, at last, Havana merchants reg- 
ularly went over here to buy their numbers, 

At this time among al the brave galiants 
of Nouvelle Orlans there was probably no 
one whose judgement in all things was more 
sought by his comrades than Charles Liri- 
got. His brilliant success at school in Paris, 
his sang froid in an atfair of honor with 
that bully, Henri Matamore, and his eloquen. 
graces in iadies’ society made him a favorite 
par excellence, and when to this was added 
a peculiar personal magnetism one can 
readily see why it was the young men cius- 
tered around hin. His sweeping*moustacie 
and imperial were essayed by many a youth, 
and his bon mots were repeated all over the 
city. Businese he had none. He had ar- 
rived in the eity from France with letters of 
recommendation as a remarkable naturalist 
and good fellow—that was ali; and three 
months after his arrival he had vacated his 
garret in a tenement on the levee and taken 
up his quarters on Royal street, preparatory 
to building himself a residence. 

Money seemed to flow to him in a Nile 
flood, and as rapidly was it absorbed in the 
thirsty sands of horses, the tabie and the 
opera.

Years after the above events Charles Lari- 
got, during a long spell cf illness, confided 
to Dr. Lamberti, his physieian, the story of

Whilst a student in Paris he became in- 
fatuated with the works of Di Chesse, an 
Itallan savant, on Sympatica and Cascarei- 
li, or Reflex Emotions, Filled with these 
wiid theories he commenced a long course of 
experiments. He found that where the af- 
finity between certain aniinais of the same 
genus was abnormally large, one would sick- 
en and die on the death of the other, 

Following out this idea he experimented 
with the more delicately organi and found 
that in certain species a hurt to one would 
be eviuenced by the other, although it was 
removed toa different apartment from its 
mate. On this: he laid his theory. No mat 
ter how remote, animals of affinity will indi- 
cate the torture, the one of the other.

After they were paired 
he secured the services of a fellow-student 
at a certain hour to puila featuer from the 
Wing of. a male bird, whilst he with its 
mate half a mile off, watched for develop- 
ments. Punctually at the appointed time the 
lemate quivered, fluttered and suowed every 
sigu of a:guish. ; 

He had proved his theory. His law was 
good. Now to systematize its practical 
workings for the pecuniary benefit oi him- 
self and friend.

After he haa 
mated 100 pairs of doves he separated them, 
placing the male of the first pair in cage No.

Pair No. 2 the same way, so 
that when he had completed tnis cruel 
divorcement he had two sets of cages num- 
bering from lup to 100, one set comp 
entirely of males. the other of females, 

His fellow-student now entered with zeal 
into the work. He conveyed one set of the 
cages to Antwerp for a wore thorvugh ex- 
werimentation. At noon daily by precon- 
certed arrangement both men were with 
their doves, the one in Antwerp, the other 
in Paris. 

Glaneing from cage to cage Ligoret watched 
for a sign. Bird No. 59 would tremble, fut- 
ter and fly about the cage. He made a nem- 
orandum of it. Then bird No. 46 would 
show the same symptoms. That was duly 
noted, and so on fur haif an hour. By mail 
these memoranda were compared, aud al- 
ways found accurate to a figure. The num- 
ber of the cdges of the birds tortured in 
Antwerp always agreed with that of those 
wno suffered in Paris. It was then certain 
by these means they could telegraph num- 
bers any distance. The sympatietic action 
of its mate told of the suffering of the dis- 
tant bird. To utilize this was not difficult, 
for the advertisements of the Havana lot- 
tery were everywhere. Further inquiry de- 
veloped the fact that In New Orleans the 
largest number of tickets Were sent for dis- 
tribution. They were kept on sale for six 
or eight days after the drawing in Havana. 

Nothing was more easy. “ His. confederate 
would establish himself ingthat city, whtie tre 
would make his headqaarters in New Or- 
leans. 

On the day of the drawing the moment the 
large prizes were drawn his confederate en- 
tered his dove-room in Havana, while Lig- 
oret stood, paper in hand. in his sacred 
chamber in New Orleans.

“Say the $100,000 prize was drawn by the 
number 56, 

The bird in cage No.5 in Havana was 
robbed of a wing feather, and immediately 
the bird in cage No. 5 in New Orleans 
showed the pain of its mate, and struggied 
in its cage. Lizoret put down & Then the 
bird in cage 68 struggled; the figures 68 
would be placed behind the 5, making 568, 
Bird 92 fluttered, and the figures 92 were

‘leading prizes, Ligoret’s secret agents 
scoured the city to purchase the lucky 
tickets.

The death of Ligoret’s doves paralyzed

Frank McGinniss, who will be best remembered 
as the cashier of the now defunct Hibernian Sav- 
ings Bank, and James S. White, wuo was former- 
ly in the lumber business, are in serious trouble. 
McGinniss has for along time held the position 
of weigher for the Missouri Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, and has been under suspicion, Oue day a 
member of the Eau Claire Lumber Com- 
pany informed a representative of the 
Railroad Company tbat au offer’ had 
deen made by which the lumber 


company was to be favored in the weighing of its 
- Cars, whereby its freights would be greatly te- 
duced, provided the company would divide the 
rofits with the men who worked tbescheme. 
he railroad people requested the lumber com- 
pany to accept this swindling proposition if tune 
got another opportubitv, m order to detect the 
dishonest employe.

Under this ar- 
rungement shipments made by the Eau Claire 
Lumber Company were always reported as weixh- 
ing about a fourth less than they realiy did, and 
in ten days the rathoad had been swindled out of 
$315, with, of course, its own knowledge. White 
then weut and demanded his sbare olf the profits, 
which was $62, aud it was paid him. He was seen 
10 pay $27 ol it to MeGinniss, keeping tiie balance 
unsell. Meanwhile the cars vu Wien McGin- 
miss had made false reports were reweigned by 
three different scules—oue in the St. Louis yards 
— two at their destination. All three weigh 
ings agreed, and all three differed from 
‘“MecGinniss’ reports. McGinniss and Waite 
were arrested yesterday afternoon on 
a warrant sworn out by Detective 
Furiong, and gave bond to answer. Mr. 
McGinniss declares it is an outrage, atid he 
knows nothing of (he facts on which the charges 
are made.

“MY GOD, I’M A CONVICT.” 


A Railroad Clerk who Made False 
Kntriesin his Cash Account, 
By ‘Telegraph tothe Post-Diapgatca. 

ERIE, PA., May 17.— Have you communicated 
with your family, sir,” asked Judge Galbraith to 
u prisover awaiting sentence in court to-day. 
The culprit was a refined and well educated young 
man. He said he had not nor did he propose to. 
He had given his name and otber particulars 
because he had an objection to giving untruthful 
answers to the court’s questions. He preferred 
to expiate his crime in silence and would suffer 
anything rather than his disgrace should he 
known to them. The prisoner was Brooks Had- 
ley, the son of a wealthy boot aud shoe manu- 


tacturer of Stoneham, Mass., aud the son-in-law. 
of ihe Connecticut millionatre, Elisha Baldwin. 
About four years ago this young man came a 
stranger to Erie. Among those upon whom he 
made a good impression was William L, 
Scott, the railroad magnate and 
millionaire, who alter a brief acquaintance 

Offered Mr. Hadiey a position of trust in bis 
service. The young gentiemin was placed where 
it was part ol his duties to make large disburse- 
ments of money. A tew weeks ago it was discov- 
ered that false entries had been made in his casu 
accounts. Investigation revealed the fact thata 
systematic embezzlement had been practiced 
afier tne first mouth of his service, amounting to 
thousands of dollars. He was arrested, aud, with 
seeming inuifference to bis fate, pleaded gaiiity.
